OBITUARY.

The Dake of Broglie.

The cabls aonounces the death of thiw Jdlstin.
guishied Fropoh stateaman, who was born December
L 178G Hoon after compicting hid education, he
began Bis administralive and dipiomatic oareer,
belog entrusted with different misslons o 3yria,
Spain, Warsaw, aad as A member of the sulte of the
Abbe de Pradt, n 1812-18, at the Congress of Prague.
After tho reat sration of the Bourbons, he was made
& peer by Loals XVITI, and (0 this capacity sut in
judgment on Marahal Ney, speakiog esrnestly in his
favor, and voling with the minority against puttlng
him to death, He married the daughter of Madame
de Staei. who had just then wriiten her frank and
powerful work on the Fréeunch Hevolutlon, Al
though his wife was & zealous Protostant, and
the duke as wealous a Roman Cathollo, they lived
happily together until her death tn 1908, Fis first
poiltioal aots necessarily threw him (nto the oppos-
tion. He supporied, against the varions ministers
of the Restoration, different measures of reform,
and sdvoonted with grost sioguence freedom of dis-
cusalon and freedom of the pross. In s multiplloity
of questions he showed himssil & good economist
and Jjarist, whils the  wincerity of his
copvictions and the vigor of his  legie,
jolned to a certaln mharp lrony, estab.
lahed hix reputation as an orator. In 1938 he
fonnded the Revue Fransatse, to whioh he eontri-
tributed several artioles anonymousiy. The revolu-
tion of July made M. de Brogile s dootrinaire throngh-
out the whoie of the reign of Touls Philipps, He
did not fear liberty, but e was afrald of the demo-
cratio tendenoy which the revolation had ewcou-
raged. He acted for a few days us Miniater of the
Interfor, and yinlded his position to his friend M.
Grulzot, & boider organ of his own ldeas, contenting
Iimasll with the portfolio of Publle Instenc.on (n
the Orst ministorial combination attempted by the
aew king. Hoth men were obliged to give way to
the Laftte mdaistry, then better salbed o the
timens, Assovlaled with M.
und Marshal Gorard, he
he formed, October 11, 1802, a ministry that had a
longer exintence than mogl of those which heid
omee under Louls Pullippe, and in this oablaet he
had the portfolio of Foreign Aairs, His principal

act in that capscily was the arrangement with Iing-
land for the suppression of the slave trade. Ha pe-
tired from the minlstry April 4, 1504, lo consequonce

of the rejoction of the LW o the American indem-
nity, but was recalled by the King the month after to
the same portfoilo, and with the title of Presidont of
the Counell, Tt waa ander his presidency that the
famons laws respecting the press. called the laws or
September (1846, 80 coutrary. to the principles he

In 1326 he retired finally from oMee, on nocount of
an adverse vote of the Chamber, and thus caused
the dissointion of the ministry.

The
coup d'stat brought about an order or things he
never expecled, and he hadsineo Hved (o retirement
Tn 1858 he was admitted Into tie I'rénch Academy,
His elcotion was viswed as a political trinmph, as
e had no torary claim to dstinction. M. de Hroglis,
In June, 1861, prosecuted the Prefect of Police for
the Nlegal seiznre of & work on which he had long
been ocoupled—“Conslderations on the Government
of Franoe,”—but which was notintended for publios-
tlon. He succceded in recovering the gremter por-
tion of the coples which had boon seized al his
printer's, whoin presence of M. de Porsigny's hargh
construction of the lawa on Lha proas, was not sorey
to be rid of such perllous matter,
